On tlieiGUi o£ April Mr, Gladstone 
introduced liis budget to the House in 
u speech remarkable for clear and con- 
cise Reasoning and explanation. The 
[trimc minister stated that Life estimated 
expenditure for the year ending on the 
31st of March last was £86,190,000, 
while the actual expenditure was .£83,- 
472,000, which shows that the actual 
expenditure fell short of the estimated 
expenditure by some JlI 18,000. The 
actual income of the year svaslS5,- 
322,000, while, tho actual expenditure 
wan .£85,1 72,000, leaving, therefore, rt 
.small surplus of revenue over ex 
pendituro of .£330,000. It is a 
matter of interest to compare revenue 
with estimates. Comparing tho revenue 
with the estimates of tha year, the 
customs, which were estimated to yield 
X 39,180,000, yielded .£19,287,000; the 
excise, which was estimated to yield 
£27,400,000, yielded 27,240,000 ; 
.stamps, which were estimated to yield 
XI 2,290,000, yielded .£12,2(50,000; 
other taxes, which were estimated to 
yield .£2,760,000, yielded .£2,725,000 ; 
income-tax, which was estimated to 
yield £9,510,000, yielded the unex- 
pectedly large amount of £9,945,000. 
Adhering to the convenient practice 
which has been established for some 
years of distinguishing between the tax 
revenue of the country and the non-tax 
revenue — between that which is deriv- 
ed directly and thai which is derived in- 
directlv— the tax revenue was estimated 
to yield £71,210,000. Coming to the 
revenue not derived from taxes, this 
stands •' some what more favorably on 
the whole. The Post Oflice, estimated 
to yield £6,800,000, yielded £7,000,- 
000; the telegraphs, estimated to yield 
£ 1 ,600,000, yielded £ 1 ,630,000; Crown 
lands, estimated to yield £390,000, 
yielded 380,000— a delicit which may

It would bo useless to lake action when 
the country was full of Chinese cheap 
laborers. The present is the time to stop, 
and happily the sense of the American 
people has stopped it.

DROUGHT AND FLOOD. 

For nearly four weeks there has not 
been a fall of rain worthy the name. 
Upon two days slight showers fell, and 
checked but did not extinguish the 
forest (ires ; and the thunder-clouds 
of Sunday evening did not tlis- 
charge sufficient moisture to lay the 
dust. Between tho pitiless rays of the 
sun; and the heat of a thousand brush 
and wood fires, the country i.s having a 
very unpleasant experience. Crops are 
suffering for want of rain, which, if 
long withheld, will prove most disas- 
trous to the farming interests. Since 
1867 there has not been a season so 
unfavorable for farmers as tho present. 
While those on the Island have too 
little water, those on the Mainland 
have too much. The Fraser has over- 
leaped its banks and flooded the wagon 
road and the country to the foothills. 
Tho damage nb'ialy indicted is heavy, 
and produce can scarcely tail to reach 
a high figure in consequence. 

THE BONAP ARTIST'S INTRIGUES 

The notorious and sanguinary Paul 
do C'ansagnne is working for the resto- 
ration of the French Empire in the 
ardor of an extraordinary zeal and in 
the light of a great hope. He hates 
Prince Napoleon, tho present head of 
the Bonaparte family, but Napoleon's 
son, Prince Victor, is the idol of what 
he himself calls his "Veneration/' 
Prince Victor has written from Heidel ! 
burg and had published in "Paris a letter j 
in. favor of another restoration of the: 
Empire, with his father at its head. ; 
AT.' Paul de Cassagnac has replied to it j 
as though it were personally addressed 
to himself, is, in the answer, he that 
it was. The answer reveals the un- 
quenchable hatred of its writer towards 
the father, and a corresponding admir- 
ation for the son. These treasonable 
letters are published in Republican 
France, and their writers are no.t called 
to an accounting. This fact certainly 
shows confidence in the stability of the 
existing form of government, but the 
necessity of watching the conspirators 
is consequently no less imperative on 
the part of the administrative powers. 

■Th» Chinese Bill and Why it had to 
bo Passed, 

The "Brooklyn Eagle" thus briefly states 
what the Chinese bill just passed al 
Vk ashington provides for, and why it was 
necessary to pass such a bill: 

"With what reluctance General Arthur 
aflised his signature to the anti-Chinese 
hill those who read his argument for the 
conservation of tho intcreala of capital l>y 
free Chinese immigration, attached to his 
veto message, may judge for themselves. 
There is not a clause in tho law as it 
stands, with tho exception of the mir- 
ation of the suspension of the treaty, that 
it did not contain before. Skilled and 
unskilled laborers from China are ex- 
cluded for ten years; registration of those 
who are already hero is enforced, 
for tho purpose of keeping out 
immigrants from British territory ; 
naturalization of Chinamen is expressly 
prohibited; penalties of a severe kind are 
imposed upon masters of vessels who 
shall bring unauthorized Chinamen here, 
as woll as upon persons who alter or forge 
certificates of identity or otherwise at- 
tempted to neutralize the laws. The 
workingmen of this country now feel 
easier and the Pacific States are better

Tho boys confined in the Old Mill Re- 
formatory, near Aberdeen, who had been 
for some past in a state of insubordina- 
tion, on Monday sot fire to the buildings, 
which were partially destroyed. Many 
of the boys effected their escape, but sev- 
eral have since been recaptured. 

Irish politics are still being warmly 
discussed by the French papers. Opin- 
ions are divided as to the wisdom of the 
now coercive system adopted by Mr. 
Gladstone. A satirical paper published a 
disgusting pictorial comment on the Irish 
question lately. It represents Queen 
Victoria in deep mourning with a bottle 
of whiskey in her hand. Close to her lies 
a crumpled copy of the Tunes containing 
an account of the Dublin assassinations. 
Her Majesty is absorbed in the contem- 
plation of tho whiskey, Underneath it>e 
the words ''This is the only good thing in 
Ireland." A general meeting of the Land 
Leaguers which was announced to take 
place in Paris will not bo hold. During 
Ins late short stay in ParisMr. D.witthad 
moro than one conference with Mr. ICgun, 
however, and I am inclined to think that 
what passed was of vastly more impor- 
tance to England and the Knglish govern- 
ment than anything likely to bo said or 
done when the leaders of the League as- 
semble in full council. English prison 
air has done wonders for Michael Davitt, 
by the way. lie was sickly, and even 
hectic, when 1 saw him here two years 
ago. Now he seems as strong and as 
hearty as a dock laborer. No wonder ho 
did not show any eagerness to leave Port- 
land. 

The progress of the "Great Paul" — the 
great bell for St. Paul's Cathedral and 
the largest in this country - from Lough- 
borough to London, was followed with an 
interest somewhat short of that' follow- 
ing the movements of Jumbo, but still 
with interest. The bell, which weighs 
nearly seventy tons, has been transport- 
ed a hundred miles on a ear with a .trac 
tion engine. After sticking in the mud 
several times and having to be protected 
from tho people, who insisted on scratch 
ing theirnames on the stirfaco, it has ar- 
rived safely and will soon ho placed in 
tho southwest tower of tho great Cathe- 
dral and add its terrific E flat to the num- 
erous other noises of London. 

This week has soon the final comple- 
tion of the new Mddystono lighthouse. 
The Duke of Edinburgh, on the Galatea, 
accompanied by a fleet of government 
and private steamers and yachts, proceed- 
ed to tho famous reef Mid ascended tin 1 
towor. The chaplain offered prayer, and 
the lamps were lighted amid cheers from 
the summit, answered by the crews and 
passengers of the vossols. The Amorioau 
warships Portsmouth and Saratoga wore 
dressed in colors and fired a royal salute 
as tho Galatea passed down tho sound- 
Subsequently the Mayor ontortainod the 
party at lunch. The Duke, aftor res- 
ponding to the toast of his health, wel- 
comed Commodore Luce and tho olllcers 
of tho American squadron. The Com- 
modore replied in a speech dwelling hap- 
pily on tho historical retrospect suggested 
by Plymouth.

A little 
boy, only 12 years of ago, attacked a 
policeman in t he Place Daumesuil in broad 
daylight, and atteinptod to stab him with 
a knife which he had about him. The 
oflioor, who was but slightly hurt, soon 
disarmed' his Lilliputian assailant, and 
marched him off to the station, where he 
related that he resolved to commit some 
crime in order to escape from the dutches 
of his brother, a bootmaker, to whom ho 
was appventlcod, and who abused him so 
shamefully that he was driven to utter 
desperation. 

Joseph Gertier last December was a 
dealer in geese in Vienna, and found that 
his business was not at all a lucrative one.

Her horsemanship was 
very remarkable, and it seems to have 
run in the family, for her father and 
uncles and aunts were all famous eques- 
trians in their days. Her sister, whose 
marriage with Prince do Reuss created so 
much excitement a short time ago, was 
also famous for her performances in the 
saddle. The accident which caused Emile 
Loisset's death was brought about by a 
restive horse. She had just returned to 
Berlin with her four horses, and went to 
the circus in the daytime for some prac- 
tice. She wished to train- one particular 
horse, called " J'y pense," to gallop from 
the stable into the ring when she was en- 
cored in her performance, and to leap an 
obstacle placed at the ring when she re- 
turned. When Mile. Loisset rode "J'y 
pense" at this obstacle, the horse, a 
vicious brute, balked, and exasperated 
by the vigorous lashing which his rider 
gave him, i '.ashed at full gallop toward 
the stable. 'I h re the iron gates stopped 
him, and Emile Loisset, catching him 
short by the head, tried to turn him 
atouud. The brute, however, reared, 
and after balancing for a moment, fell 
heavily over one side on top of his rider. 
The crutch of the saddle inflicted severe 
internal injuries upon the unfortunate
